PHILADELPHIA, Pa,, March 1.—A mammoth death-pit in which 
the bodies of forty-five victims, sacrificed in accordance with ancient 
Sumerian burial rites, were found amid an amazing wealth of 
silver and semi-precious stones, has been discovered in Ur of the Chal- 
dees, home of Abraham, by the joint ayvchaeological expedition of the Uni 
versity of Pennsylvania Museum and the British Museum, it was an

Woman's exact status in the Do- 
minion of Canada was defined beyond 
any shadow of doubt by Mr. J, Boyd 
McBride, when he addressed the Lo- 
cal Council of Women on “Is Woman 
a Person?” at the meeting in the Y¥ 


W. ©. A. club rooms on Thursday 
2 ‘Lernoon 
Five of the most eminent judges 


of Canada sat to consider the ques- 
tion of woman as a person in the trial 
case in which five Alberta women— 
Mrs. Nellie McClung, Mrs, Irene Parl- 
by, Magistrate Emily Murphy, Mrs 
Loulse McKinney and Mrs, 0. ©, Ed- 
wards took part, and after three days 
| of consideration and several days of 
celiberation, issued twenty-eight fine- 
ly printed pages of explanation as to 
why they did not consider woman a 
person, Mr, McBride felt that this 
| was undoubtedly one of the most im- 
portant lega) and political questions 
of the decade, 


The question arose twelve years 
ago In an Edmonton police court 
when a lawyer appeared before Ma- 
gistrate Murphy, newly appointed 
to the bench, and spoke thusly, 
“You are not a person, and I ob- 
ject to you hearing this case.” This 
brought the spotlight to a matter 
which goes back to the dawn of 
creation, and is lost in antiquity. 
Woman's personal rights have been 
battled for throughout the ages, and 
teadily she has emerged victorious. 

“It stirs the imagination to think 
shat in this day and generation Al- 
berta may be privileged to write one 
of the concluding chapters of wo- 
| man's emancipation,” sald the 
speaker, 

Representation in Commons 
| Alberta court Judges credited Mrs 
| Murphy with being a person, and so 
she sits as magistrate today. The 
great difficulty now arises in domin- 
lon recognition, 

Mr. McBride felt that there were 
niany matters of great interest to wo- 
men in the legislation of the domin- 
icn, and that they should have a voice 
in the making of divorce, marriage 
and immigration laws. ‘This they 
could not do until their rights as per- 
sons were recognied, and the senate 
He 
to obtain as 


they shoald try 
many seats as possible in the house 
of commons; from the floor of the 
house the fight could be made for rep- 
tesentation in the senate. ‘The speak- 
er also impressed his audience with 
the fact that it must be made clear 
to the present senators that the type 
of woman who would enter the sen- 
ate would be of the finest, most in- 
telligent, and of broad and under- 
tanding mind 

The old reason, given by one of 

the judges in the report previously 
referred to, that woman should be 
excused from public Ife, and re- 
lieved of the responsibilities of pub- 
lic service, must be overcome. Mr, 
McBride felt that the chances be- 
fore the privy council, before whom 
the case will be taken, were not 
particularly bright, as it was not 
likely that the decision of Canada’s 
highest court would be reversed. 

If you do not win by litigation, 
you might win by legislation,” he sald, 
reminding the gathering that, in the 
words of Victor Hugo, a “thing strong- 
er than armies is an idea whose time 
has come.”
